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Iii un O bscure P arisia n Cemetery the 
Body Was Discovered an d I ully 
Identified. 


Paris, April 15.—The long and earn­ 
est quest of General Horace Porter, 
American am bassador to France, for 
the body of John Paul Jones, the hero 
of A m erica’s early navy, which was 
known to have been buried In an ob­ 
scure Parisian cem etary, has at last 
been rewarded. 
The body of Jones 
has been identified beyond peradven­ 
ture and will be brought to the United 
States for fitting interm ent with the 
honors due the hero’s distinguished 
service to his country. 
In the excavation of the site for­ 
merly used as a cem etery the search 
was for a leaden casket, as it was 
known that the body of Jones was 
thus Interred. 
Finally four leaden 
caskets which gave promise of con­ 
taining the body of the admiral were 
unearthed. 
Three of them bore plates 
designating the nam es of the deceas­ 
ed, 
The fourth showed superior sol­ 
idity of workmanship. 
No plate was 
found on this casket and it is sup­ 
posed It was removed when another 
coffin was superimposed on it. 
The 
leaden coffin was opened In the pres­ 
ence of General Porter, Colonel Baily- 
Blanchard, the second secretary of 
the American ambassy, and Engineer 
Weis, who has been directing the ex­ 
cavation. 
The body was found to be 
well preserved owing to its being im­ 
m ersed In alchohol. 
It was wrapped 
In a sheet with a packing of straw and 
hay. 
Those present were immediate­ 
ly struck by the resemblance of the 
head to that on the medallions and 
busts of the admiral, 
As was an­ 
ticipated, no uniform, decoration or 
sword were found, as all such articles 
had 
been 
accounted 
for after the 
burial. 
The coffin was taken to the medical 
school 
where 
Doctors 
Capitan 
and 
Papillant, distinguished professors of 
the school of anthropology and recog­ 
nized authorities on such investiga­ 
tions. were charged with making a 
thorough examination for the purpose 
of identification. 
To facilitate this 
the am bassador furnished them with 
portraits and medallions, two busts 
by Houdil and authentic descriptions 
of the color of the adm iral's hair, and 
the height and measurement of his 
body. 
After fhe most minute examin­ 
ation the following facts were fully 
substantiated: 
Length of the body five feet seven 
inches; the adm iral’s exact height. 
Size and shape of head agree with 
several 
peculiarities 
identical 
with 
the head of the admiral, 
Hair, dark brown, the sam e as the 
adm iral’s; in places slightly grey, In­ 
dicating a person of his age, forty-five 
years. 
The hair is long, reaching be­ 
low the shoulders. 
The face is clean shaven, all corres­ 
ponding exactly with the descriptions, 
portraits and busts of the admiral. 
The linen is in good condition. One 
article bears an Initial, either “J ” or 
an inverted “ P.” 
The body was care­ 
fully packed. 
The limbs were wrap­ 
ped 
in 
tinfoil, presumably for sea 
transportation, as indicated in a letter 
of the adm iral’s nearest friend and a 
pallbearer 
of 
his 
funeral, 
Colonel 
Blackden, who said: 
“ His body was put in a Ii ideo coffin 
so th at In case the United States 
which he had so essentially served 
should claim his remains, they might 
be more easily removed.” 
Finding that all th ; internaDorgans 
were singularly well preserved, the 
doctors 
made 
an 
autopsy 
which 
showed distinct proofs of the disease 
from which the admiral is known to 
have died. 
The identification was 
pronounced complete in ev ry particu­ 
lar. 
Care has been taken to keep the 
body in its prest tit state of preserva­ 
tion. 
It will be placed in a handsome 
casket and deposited in the receiving 
vault of the American church on the 
Avenue de L'Alma until the arabassa-’ 
dor can learn th** opinion of the gov­ 
ernm ent concerning the most appro­ 
priate means of transporting it to the 
United States and giving a fitting sep­ 
ulchre to the body of the illustrious 
sailor whose place of burial had so 
long rem ained a mystery. 


To Find Burial at Arlington. 
Washington, April 15. 
Ambassador 
P orter’s dispatch announcing the find­ 
ing of the body of John Paul Jones 
reached 
the 
state 
department 
last 
night. 
There is genuine satisfaction 
among the officials at 
Washington 
that the untiring efforts of Am bassa­ 
dor Porter have been crowned with 
success. 
Officials here think it par­ 
ticularly gratifying that he was able 
to bring his task to a successful con­ 
clusion before retiring from his post. 
It is probable that a recommendation 
will he made to congress at its next 
session looking to his reim bursement. 
The remains of John Paul Jones are 
to be brought here ami interred in the 
national cemetery at Arlington,
